Survey Definitions 


Surveys undertaken by the field interviewer organization have 
been broken into two groups; Type A and Type B depending upon 
their complexity. Their complexity is determined by the length 
and type of questionnaire, difficulty of questions, type and 
length of interview, nature of information. The difference 
between the two types of Surveys are best seen through examples. 


Retail Outlet Survey is a business survey requiring enumerators 
to confirm if establishments are still in existence or have 
closed or relocated and to identify new establishments within 
certain specified geographic locations. 


Labour Force Survey requires a monthly visit requiring answers 
to simple questions on a one page questionnaire. 


Highly Qualified Manpower Survey, although a one of a kind survey, 


was a self completed questionnaire requiring the enumerator to 
call only when there was no mail-back or when the questionnaire 
was incomplete or incorrectly completed. 


Family Expenditure Survey has a 32 page questionnaire with an 


interview which can last up to 4 1/2 hours in length. The | 
information collected is very personal such as drinking and 
smoking habits, family income and expenditures, life style 

habits. Because of the necessity to deal with the household 


resident, many of the interviews are conducted during evening 
hours. 


Prices Survey requires the enumerator to determine the volume 
seller of an item by grade, quality and size and report on 
price movements of this item during its shelf life. The 
enumerator must understand and interpret grade and quality 
specifications in order to determine substitution if any and 
observe and report on marketing and retail practices which 
affect survey data.
